NOTICE  REGARDING  SCABIES  IN  SHEEP 


Washington,  D.  C.,  January  9,  1935. 


Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  infectious  disease  known  as  scabies  exists  in 
sheep  in  the  State  of  Ohio. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  May  29,  1884,  prohibits  the  interstate  trans- 
portation of  livestock  affected  with  any  contagious,  infectious,  or  communicable 
disease,  and  provides 'a  penalty  for  its  violation  of  a fine  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars  or  imprisonment  not  more  than  1 
year,  or  both.
